Mr. McConnel recommended that all cable traffic to and from
the Senior Representatives overseas be channeled through Mr. Kirkpatrick
who would then direct it to the appropriate Deputy Director.

It was reported that Mr. Ramsey Potts of NSRB had requested a
representative of this agency to attend a meeting to discuss the
evacuation plans for the top personnel of key agencies. Mr.
was designated to go.

It was agreed that an agenda would be prepared for the next
briefing of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and that it would be recommended
to the Director that this be forwarded to General Bradley prior to the
briefing.

Mr. Reber reported discussions with General Weckerling on the
subject of the Watch Committee and CIA's support of it. He stated that
Mose Harvey of the State Department thought that the Watch Committee
was now functioning appropriately and that an agreement had been reached
with General Weckerling on the support that CIA would give to the
Committee.
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It was reported that Mr. Ben Chute would be in Washington
on l4 February.
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
